When you walk up to the gate 
at Lair Fight tonight to buy a 
ticket tàattend the foot ball game 
—there will be an added tax. Ten 
percent of the purchase price will 
be added for national defense. So, 
don't argue with the ticket sellers 
or the officials just dig down and 
get: the’pennies, If you want to 
cuss anybody about the additional

Sthdent tickets will sell for 27c 
and 3c will be added for tax— 
making a total of 30c. Adult tick- 
ets will sell for 60c plus Sc tax. 
Reserved senta will sell for 27c 
plus 3c "tax. "There will be an ad- 
ditional 20e tax on- the - $2.00 
seanon tickets. Officials of the 
school plan to have a couple of 
men at thé-gate, ready to take 
your 20e on your season ticket. 
‘When it is paid the ticket will be 
stamped for the season. 

‘The tax went into effect on 
Wednesday of this week—Octob- 
er 1, at the same time many other 
articles were put in the taxation 
class. Jewelry, cosmetics ‘and furs 
are among the many items on the 
new tax list as okehed by congress 
in recent weeks. The tax on these 
articles is 10 percent and all this 
money goes for national defense. 

Messrs. Dobrow and Gold, 
Glades theatre operators, an- 
nounce a slight increase in admis 
ston prices effective on Wednesday 
night of this Week. The increase 
takes care of the new tax assessed 
by members of congress. 

To date merchants have been 
given no instructions as to how 
they are to handle the tax money.
